An enterprising news associa- 
tion has completed a pol) and 
emerged with the name of the 
one Democrat with the best 
chance at nomination ani elec- 
tion—Senator Paul H. Douglas, 
of Illinois. (Gen. Eisenhower is 
not affiliated with either party.) 

An independent, Douglas is in 
the great tradition of the days ot 
Webster, Calhoun and Clay. Not 
since their day has the Senate 
had a man who possesses Doug- 
las’ great capacity for informed 
powerful debate. Even the 
staunchest critics of Ohio’s Sen- 
ator Taft, for example, admit 
their man comes off a bad sec- 
ond when he tangles with Doug- 
las. His treat speech some weeks 
ago in “the great debate” on 
American foreign policy is one 
of the finest arguments the Sen- 
ate has heard in our time. It was 
not just a speech. It was packed 
with all the ingredients of great- 
ness; facts well documented and 
arranged, logic, force and elo- 
quence, 

Thirty-six of the 48 state party 
leaders participated in the poll 
and it is most significaat that 
Douglas was their second choice 
—after Mr. Truman. This latter 
reservation was courtesy. The 
poll was actually seeking a can- 
didate in the event Mr. Truman 
should refuse to become a candi- 
date. He can, of course, have the 
momiriation if he seeks it. and 
the state chairmen were wary of 
offending. 


Independent 


Senator Douglas is a former 
university professor. He is an 
economist of large ability. He 
was a combat Marine at 50 and 
spent months in a Navy hospital 
recovering from wounds received 
in Pacific island combat. One 
arm is almost useless as a re- 
sult. 

He has supported the basic 
party policies, but he is an inde- 
pendent. He frequently embar- 
rassed his party by his close ex- 
amination of appropriation bilis 
and the revelations of their high 
pork content. He has differed 
sharply with the President and 
party leaders on many occasions 
and has called down upon his 
head the Presidential fire. The 
latest of such incidents was his 
insistence on going ahead with 
RFC investigation. 

He is cut in no conventional 
political pattern—is this tall, 
powerful mind and man from 
Illinois, He has learned by doing. 
His errors have neither dismayed 
him nor made him gun shy. He 
has the respect of Southern Sen- 
ators, though he has been on the 
opposite side of the debate on 
civil rights. Even here, he is not 
an extremist. The Southerners 
like and trust him because of his 
unquestioned integrity. He takes 
no position for political reasons. 


Background 


Douglas has the sort of back- 
ground which fits well into tra- 
ditional political campaigning. 
Born in Massachusetts, he was 
reared by relatives, worked his 
way through college, was a goud 
student, and moved steadily for- 
Ward in stature. 

He became one of the best- 
known economists in America. 
He helped expose the Sam Insul] 
gang. He quit the Democratic 
Party because he thought it was 
inadequate and came back to it 
when Roosevelt gave it meaning. 
He visited Italy and Russia and 
returned strongly anti-Fascist 
and anti-Communist. He went 
into politics. He was elected al- 
derman in Chicago while still on 
the University faculty. He lost 
the senatorial nomination in 
1942, and enlisted in the Marines 
the day after. Friends got him 
Waivers, (he was 50), and when 
he had finished the tough re- 
cruit training, he was assigned to 
a troop ship. Soon he was ashore 
as an ammunition carrier and 
then as a combat man. He hit the 
beach at Peleliu and was badly 
wounded on Okinawa. “The 
Marines,” he said, “don’t hold it 


and I guess they thought I was 
something of a nut. That’s how 
I got my chance.”

WASHINGTON, March 12—The 
House Armed Service Committee 
indorsed the principle of universal 
military training of six months 
for all able-bodied men of 18 
Monday as it moved toward re- 
porting the military manpower 
bill to the floor. 

The committee also approved, 
without objection, previous tenta- 
tive decisions to lower the draft 
age from 19 to 1814, and to in- 
crease the period of obligatory 
service for inductees from 21 
months to 26. The bill the Senate 
passed last week would make the | 
minimum draft age 18 and the| 
compulsory service 24 months. 
The greatest strength shown in 
Monday’s session of the committee 
by opponents of UMT came on 
a motion by Rep. Jack Z. Ander- 
son, Republican, California, to. 


separate the military training plan | 
into a title of the bill distinct 
from the modified extension of 
selective service.

2. In this event. by either meth- 
od, the time of basic training 
could be increased to a _ period 
not exceeding six months, and all 
men would be required to take 
it when they become 18. 


3. They would be inducted into 
a national security training corps,, 
instead of the armed forces. 


4. This corps would be governed, 
as regards policies and training 
standards, by a national security 
training commission of five mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the 
President. Three of these members, 
including the chairman, would be 
drawn from civilian life. The 
other two members could be ac- 
tive, retired or reserve officers.

Authoritative East German gov- 
ernment sources reported the exe- 
cutions and the arrest of more 
than 200 anti-Stalin Germans in 
the most intensive crackdown to 
date on a Russian underground re- 
sistance movement in the Soviet 
occupation zone. 

The condemned officers were 
said to have been hanged at Tor- 
gau during the night of Feb. 27-28 
after being sentenced by a special 
military court that devoted an 
average of 10 minutes to hearing 
each case.

“sky platform project” to him late 
in 1947.

4. Hubert B. Steele, a former 
RFC examiner and now associated 
with the Rosenbaum law firm, told 
the committee he knew that Jo- 
seph A- Sisco, board head of Ba- 
rium Steel Corp., parent company 
of Central Iron and Steel, had 
heen expelled from the New York 
Stock Exchange and had been 
accused of “milking” assets of 
subsidiary companies. He added 
that he had become convinced that 
Sisco was “a capable operator” 
and had “energy and acumen” and 
approved the loans in the face of 
adverse recommendations from 
all local and Washington exam- 
iners and reviews. 

5. William E. Willet, RFC di- 
rector, and Casey, testified that 
Mr. Steele had been substituted 
for examiners who had frowned 
on the loans because Steele was 
“a steel man” and they were not. 

6. Steele said he had taken a 
$15,000-a-year job with the Ro- 
senbaum firm after resigning from 
the RFC. He left RFC, about a 
month after the Central Company 
loans had been approved, he said, 
to join a partnership with an old 
friend, a former RFC official, Wil- 
liam C. Ribenack. His salary had 
gone into this partnership, he said 
while he had been working with 
both it and the Rosenbaum firm. 

7. Casey said that until the end 
of last year he had paid one-third 
of Steele’s salary, as he had found 
him to be “a tough” examiner and 
one who imposed “harsh” condi- 
tions on the Central Company 
loan. Steele said he didn’t know 
Casey had anything to do with his 
pay, as his monthly checks had 
gone to him from the Rosenbaum 
firm. 

Asked whether he was still em- 
ployed by the Rosenbaum Com- 
pany, Steele said, “I hope so.” 

Meanwhile, word came from 
Key West that President Truman 
had turned a deaf ear to pressure 
from Washington for the dismissal 
of Mrs. Young in the light of the 
mink coat and other developments.

They man- 
aged this by pauperizing their players, and by some uncommonly 
astute trades. They had come into Claude Passeau as a rookie 
by giving up a journeyman pitcher and a heavy-footed catcher 
named Early Grace to Pittsburgh. There was also cash in their 
take.

There is in some quarters a curious 
reaction,to the Grand Jury presentments 
regarding liquor licenses in the city and 
county. 

Some are saying the presentments, 
which include testimony of witnesses called 
before the Grand Jury, will prevent “good 
men” from running for office in the future. 

The curious aspect is that many of 
those who are saying this have been most 
vehement in the past in declaring good 
men often were prevented from running for 
public office because of the influences 
which the Grand Jury has brought to light. 

The Grand Jury has performed an in- 
valuable service in clearing the atmos- 
phere. The issue has been drawn. It 
would seem, on the contrary, that now is 
a propitious time for more good men to 
offer their Services to the community. 


Skepticism 
Is Well-Founded 


Whatever hope there-once was that the 
present meeting of deputy foreign. minis- 
ters in Paris might eventually lead to some 
sort of truce between Russia and the West 
has been dimmed if not obliterated. 

It is plain again that the Soviet Union 
has no intention of permitting a settle- 
ment—unless it be a settlement based upon 
complete acquiescence of the West to Mos- 
cow’s own terms. 

Andrei Gromyko, after a lulling start, 
has come back to the original Russian 
premise that rearmament of West Ger- 
many is the key to all difficulties. He 
ignores the fact that there is yet no re- 
militarization in the Western Zones and 
will not be for some time. But there is a 
strong Soviet-sponsored army in the Rus- 
Sian zone, variously estimated at between 
200,000 and 300,000 men. Moreover, this 
force now has been assigned heavy war 
equipment and has been trained for in- 
vasion purposes. 

Gromyko claims the Kremlin wants an 
over-all reduction of Big Four armaments 
but few in this country or Britain or 
France are so naive as to believe Russia, 
which for five years and more has pre- 
vented an atomic agreement because she 
will not allow international inspection in- 
side her borders, will not permit any sort 
of accurate check of Soviet and satellite 
divisions in the field. 

Russia has remilitarized the Soviet 
Balkan countries far in excess of the 
strength allowed under treaties to which 
Moscow was a party. Marshal Tito com- 
plained only last week of constant satellite 
pressure and gave an accounting of 2,000 
border incidents in the past two years. 
Some observers are beginning to revise 
their estimates to admit to the possibility, 
if not the probability, of a Soviet move 
against Yugoslavia this Spring. A State 
Department Assistant Secretary, George 
Perkins, recently brought back word from 
Marshal Tito that he does not anticipate 
an attack this year, but others who have 
talked with the ruler have received a dif- 
ferent impression. 

At any rate, the burst of optimism 
which preceded the Paris talks is begin- 
ning to wear itself out. If the deputies 
cannot agree upon an agenda the foreign 
ministers themselves will not even meet, 
The American State Department’s skep- 
ticism is proving well founded. 


There is no reason for any honest per- 
son to be embarrassed by the Grand Jury 
presentments. Certainly the. public pos- 
sesses the discretion necessary to distin- 
guish the meaningful from the irrelevant 
in the published testimony. 

But the public also is aroused and de- 
mands that the situation be cleaned up. It 
will lend full support to the investigations 
of the City Council, Police Committee and 
County Commissioners so long as these 
investigations appear in good faith, but it 
is in no mood to tolerate stalling tactics. 

The findings of the Grand Jury will 
not “blow over.’ 

The Grand Jury’s work ought to have, 
and we believe is having, a most whole- 
some effect upon both city and county. 
Those who cry out against it are inviting 
suspicion of their own motives.

A Criterion 


For A-Bomb Use 


Gen. Eisenhower has given a most sen- 
sible answer to the question of whether 
this country should use the atomic bomb 
in event of an attack by Russia. 


The General told a Congressional com- 
mittee sometime ago—his testimony hav- 
ing just been released the other day—he 
would use the A-bomb instantly if he felt 
it would work to this country’s advan- 
tage. By that he meant he would decide 
whether the military advantage outweighed 
the moral reaction use of the bomb might 
provoke. 

Korea is not a proper field for use of 
the bomb for both reasons. There are no 
targets which justify its use. And the 
moral—and political—reaction of Asians 
would work to our disadvantage. 

Nevertheless, as President Truman meant 
to say in his widely misinterpreted and 
unfortunate statement some months ago, 
the atomic bomb is a military weapon of 
the United States just as are conventional 
weapons. Its use always is under consid- 
eration in any conflict. 


Gen. Eisenhower has, however, estab- 
lisheg a criterion which ought to govern. 
If the conditions he has laid down are met, 
then there shouldn’t be any hesitation about 
using whatever weapons are available.

The Ishmaelite was founded March 6, 1879, 
by Mr. Sidney Lewis who was born and reared 
in Sparta.

As a young man he 
enlisted in the Confederate Army where he 
served as an aide to Gen. Alfred H. Colquitt. 
When Gen. Colquitt was elected to the United 
States Senate, Mr. Lewis went to Washington 
with him as his secretary. Before going to 
Washington Mr. Lewis had established the Ish- 
maelite of which he was the sole owner, pub- 
lisher and editor. During the Washington so-

journ, he relinquished his interest in the paper 
to his brother, Judge R. H. Lewis, who edited 
the paper until Mr. Sidney Lewis returned to 
Sparta and the newspaper field. 


Mr. Lewis served as editorial writer for the 
Macon Telegraph under Mr? C. R. Pendleton and 
was, for a time, associated with the elder Mr. 
Henry T. McIntosh at Albany. The Ishmaelite 
was at that time widely quoted as Mr. Lewis was 
highly informed on national questions. He was 
a brilliant writer, as a perusal of the old records 
on file in the Hancock County Courthouse will 
attest.

The Chinese 
Losses Pile Up 


WASHINGTON—The Chinese Reds continue 
to take an awful beating in Korea. As an exam- 
ple of the heavy casualties we have inflicted on 

them since they intervened in the fighting there some three months 
ago, Allied troops are credited with killing or wounding 17,000 
more Communists in the first two days of the latest great north- 
ward drive in Central Korea. 

Of the original force of some 460,000 men the Chinese had com- 
mitted in Korea, official estimates are that we have knocked out 
more than a third of them. * We have killed, wounded or captured 
approximately 185,000 of the lot, not counting other tolls taken 
by disease and cold. Our own casualties have been exceedingly 
light.in comparison, reflecting the superior quality of our equip- 
ment and the greater stamina of our fighting forces. 

Based on past performance, our military leaders estimate that in 
another three months two out of every three men committed by the 
Chinese in Korea to date will have become casualties—for a total 
of around 370,000 lost. 


Costly These are staggering figures which the Chinese can ill 

afford to lose. China has an unlimited source of man- 
power, but not in trained military forces. If the Peiping regime 
continues to go-on suffering heavy losses in its trained men it will 
be vulnerable to disintegration from within or attack from with- 
out by the forces of Chiang Kai-shek now waiting an opportunity 
to strike from the Island of Formosa, off the Chinese mainland. 

Nor do the Chinese have the military equipment to spend so 
freely. Even what they have is far inferior to ours. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark, chief of the United States Army Field Forces, estimates, 
for example, that with their equipment the Communist armies in 
Korea would require a numerical advantage of 10 to one over us 
to chase United Nations forces off the peninsula. That would call 
for about 2,500,000 men. They do not have that much of an ade- 
quately trained and equipped force by at least a half million. 

Poor equipment is not the only answer to the Chinese Red’s 
failure. The vast majority of their troops are ignorant, underfed, 
inadequately trained and just plain dumb. They just don’t hold 
a candle light to our boys, which accounts for scme of the sensa- 
tional victories we have won. 

Unless Russia steps into the fighting to aid the Chinese with 
planes, submarinés and troops—something no one believes . will 
happen since that would probably touch off a full-scale world 
war—our military experts are doubtful of the ability of the Com- 


munists to carry on in Korea indefinitely. 
* 
If things continue to go as they have for 


The Future another .three months, the feeling in Washing- 
ton is that we may come to a settlement of the Korean question 
in one way or another. Either the Chinese will have to pull out 
of Korea altogether or move back far enough near the Manchurian 
border to force a stalemate in the operations. In the latter case, 
a certain amount of seesaw fighting would be carried on, but the 
way would be opened for a cessation of hostilities by negotiation. 
The United Nations organization is still hopeful of achieving such 
an end. 

Our military men have made a masterful demonstration in 
Korea. Considering the way things have gone, it now seems a bit 
ridiculous to look back on the panicky remarks of those who were 
urging us to get out of Korea and accept defeat at the time the 
Chinese Reds intervened. 

The retreat from our advanced position in North Korea ordered 
by Gen. MacArthur was undertaken for sound strategic reasons. 
It is now paying handsome dividends. The General must have 
known what he was about all the time.

WASHINGTON—There is much talk now, especially from labor, about “big 

business domination” of the defense program. This is concentrated naturally 


about Charles E. Wilson, since he directs the program as Defense Mobilization 
Administrator and because he is president of General Electric, our leading manu- 


facturer of electrical equipment. 


One of the world’s largest corporations, it oper- 


™ ates over 90 plants. Not because Mr. Wilson occupies a position any different in 
daseatiiin viedaeies than a number of other heads of great corporations, but because he has become a 
symbol in the present situation, it seems worthwhile to see just how powerful is his position. This is 
considered here not so much in respect to his own corporation, but in respect to its interrelations 


with a far-flung network of giant corporations 
and financial institutions that ramify through 
our whole economic system and together consti- 
tute virtually an empire which is “big business.” 

Important here is their combined impact upon 
our economy, our government and our politics. 
Of all of this, Mr. Wilson is a part. 


We now have handy a case study show- 
ing how General Electric fits inte this em- 
pire, and how powerful an empire it is, in 
the Federal Trade Commission’s 510-page 
report te Congress of an exhaustive investi- 
gation of interlocking relationships among 
the country’s 1,000 leading rhanufacturing 
corporations and 300 nonmanufacturing con- 
cerns, including banks, investment compa- 
nies, railroads, utilities and such. 


On the basis of this report, FTC Chairman 
James M.: Mead has asked Congress to close up 
loopholes discovered by the investigation in the 
Clayton Antitrust Act, which does not cover 
many types of indirect intercorporate relation- 
ships that have been contrived since the law 
was enacted 36 years ago in the Woodrow Wilson 
administration. 

These include, for example, the indirect inter- 
locking relationship provided through common 
membership of directors of great corporations on 
boards of directors of banks, investment houses, 
insurance companies, railroads and _ utilities 
which, it can be seen, create a community of 
interest and, as far as banks are involved, ofier 
a privileged credit position. 

Directors of the “big four” in the electri- 
cal manufacturing industry—GE, Westinghouse, 
Western Electric and RCA—‘“come together on 
the boards of six of the country’s largest com- 
mercial banks—Chase National Bank, Guaranty 
Trust Company, First National Bank of Chicago, 
Bankers Trust Company, Chemical Bank & Trust 
Co.npany and Mellon National Bank & Trust 
Company; on. two of the largest life insurance 
companies—New York and Equitable Life; on 
the country’s largest utility—Ameérican Telephone 
& Telegraph; on the board of one of the coun- 
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try’s leading railroads—New York Central, and 
on one of the largest industrials—Kennecott 
Copper,” the FTC report explains. 

“Of primary interest,” it adds, “is the fact 
that although the big four were specifically pro- 
hibited from maintaining direct interlocking 
directorates by a consent decree in 1932, they 
have continued to maintain indirect interlocks. . 
In an industry highly concentrated in the hands 
of the major companies, such close relationships 
may seriously affect the competitive rivalries of 
the big four and oppose their combined strength 
against other smaller members of the industry.” 

All told, there are 17 common directorships 
of GE and 15 big banks, investment companies 
and insurance companies.

Today We Fight a War 


SOMEWHERE IN KOREA—Dear Ralph: A few days ago about this time of 
day I went out to the airport with Pokey and the kids and Malcolm to board the 


plane for Tokyo.

It seems now that it must have been years ago, for the change 
I am writing this in the command post of a division that is taking 


part in the great drive north which began yesterday, in bitter weather, with the 


jump-off of the Marines from Wonju. 


I was with the French battalion at the 


time bia the’ Shatines passed through our positions, walking, headed toward Hoengsong and the 
great unknown. But to go back a minute, and pick up the chronology of events of the past eight

I got into Tokyo on Saturday. On Sunday, 
I went to the commissary to buy heavy woolen 
khaki and long drawers, also khaki of a most 
deplorable shade and shape. Then to the quar- 
termaster to draw the heavy combat boots for 
dry days, the shoe-pacs with rubber bottoms and 
leather uppers for walking in the snow, the fur- 
lined parka with the hood, a woolen cap, and 
sweater, and a tricky little fur-lined vest. 


Then to the dispensary for shots, and as 
usual, they got fouled up and gave me the 
ones I didn’t need, having had them recently. 
When I called their attention to this, they 
happily gave me the others, too—all in the 
same arm. 


Monday, at a cold and miserable 2 a. m., I 
dragged from my sack and caught the 6 o'clock 
courier for Korea. It was the old story—bucket 
seats—and, fantastically, parachutes on take-off 
and landing, but not while you are in the air en 
route. We were carrying 10,000 pounds of mail, 
backed up for days in Tokyo by the storm of the

week before, and at every airport along the way, 
the GI’s greeted us joyously. 

We got into Taegu in the afternoon—six 
months to the day from the time’I was first there 
back in August. On that day Gen. Walker issued 
his famous “On this line we stand or die” state- 
ment—the reaction of the troops being, “Who, 
me?” 

On Monday, Gen. Ridgway was telling the 
correspondents—off the record—of his plan for 
a great push north. 


And, despite thé debacle in which our last 
great push North ended, there was a far 
more confident, almost a cocky, air than on 
my first trip in, when we were on the run. 


Then we were fighting a hit-run-skirmishing 
action. 

Today we are fighting a war, and you see the 
difference at the airfields, where the planes come 
and go endlessly, bringing troops and cargo, and 
along the roads, clogged now with trucks where 
then there were few, or none, scampering from 
rear supply dumps to forward lines, ofttimes 
through hostile fire.

Commenting on closed sessions of the Board 
and constant feuds between the Board and State 
School Supt. M. D. Collins, Harris urges an end 
to star-chamber sessions and bickerings, and 
calls upon the Board to act in such a manner as 
will inspire the confidence of the people. 

There is no room for politics in the school 
system, he advises. If the Board would like 
to improve its political position and the political 
position of the Governor who appointed it, it 
ean best be done by rendering a great service to 
the people, Harris asserts, He hits at the Board 
for. providing a “sorry example.”

The former House Speaker, who used his 
legislative skill to push the Foundation Program 
to passage without additional fees from the 
GEA, offered to return the $1,000, but the GEA 
refused it. When the GEA launched its cam- 


paign last year to get the Legislature to finance 
the MFP, it attempted to hire Harris again. 


He refused. Instead, he wrote articles, made 
speeches and used his experience to help pass 
the financing program—as his own public service. 


The GEA convenes here next week. The 
person who is chosen president of this school 
group will play an important part in State poli- 
tics, since school improvement is tied in so 
closely with State affairs. A hot race for the 
presidency is being waged between supporters 
of Jim Cherry, Superintendent of DeKalb County 
Schools, and Harvey Cutts, of LaGrange. 
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DOWN AT THE BOTTOM of the application 
blanks for persons seeking jobs with the new 
Sales Tax Unit are these words, with a half dozen 
spaces for names: 

‘Politically sponsored by ——. 

This was surprising to us when we under- 
stood the State Revenue Department was under 
the State Merit System ... surprising that new 
workers would be hired on a basis of what poli- 
ticilans were sponsoring them. So we called Al- 
bert Dozier, Sales Tax Unit Director, for fur- 
ther information. 

“Those are some old forms,” replied Dozier. 
“They have been in use in the Revenue Depart- 
ment for years. We found them here when the 
present administration took over. We didn’t have 
any new forms for the Sales Tax Unit, so we are 
using these old ones. Few, if any, persons are 
filling in the blank spaces on political sponsors.” 


Ed Swain, director of the State Merit Sys- 
tem, said he was sending the Sales Tax Unit 
some Merit System regulation job application 
blanks—blanks which seek information on 
the person’s experience and ability. 


Apparently the Merit System will have the 
final voice in hiring the employes for the Sales 
Tax Unit, but the Revenue Department prob- 
ably will have to employ a staff on a temporary 
basis until the program gets rolling. 

Dozier reports that he has received about 
1,000 applications for the 150 open jobs. No one 
has been hired yet, pending a review of the 
applications.

Rich Soil Means Richer Lives 


It is often said the farmers will produce anything they can sell. And there is 
no reason to doubt it. As fast as markets developed for fruits and vegetables, these 
perishables appeared. And so it was with livestock and livestock products. As soon 
as the poultry industry was able to market all the broilers, the farmers of Georgia 

is produced, they began producing them and now we rank right up close to the top in 

Bf | : #4 this field. But it’s earthworms I’m thinking about today. And the farmers are be- 
ginning to produce them in amazing numbers. Of course there is no way of computing the numbers of 
earthworms produced without effort. That is, the worms that appear as the result of good farming 


practices. 

It is now known that worms multiply miracu- 
lously under conditions where they obtain food 
and shelter throughout the year. Thus the year- 
round pasture man is very much in the worm 
business whether he Knows it or not. 


He does not gather the worms and mar- 
ket them as the professional worm-grower 
does, but he gets a decided benefit from 
them in the form of enriched land. 


The ranks of the professional worm growers 


are swelling constantly. A farmer visits the worm 


_ranch of a professional and comes back with 
the idea that here is an easy way to add to his 
income. He gets him some boxes, some manure, 
some residues from various processing plants 
and drops a few worms into the mixture. 

Soon he has to move his outfit into larger 
quarters. Or he selects some spot on the land, 
piles up a mixture of manure and rotted plant 
materials, and introduces the worm breeding- 
stock into the pile. Here again the crop begins 
to multiply and soon he is. constructing another 
pile. And meanwhile he is selling these worms as 
fish bait and getting good prices for them. 

It is the kind of business every farmer should 
be engaged in to a more or less degree. Anything 
that will-encourage fishing should be looked upon 

‘with favor. The unsettling situation we are all 
going through now can be alleviated more readily 
by frequent visits to fishing grounds than in 
any other way. So it seems to many people. I 
personally get more soul-ease out of fishing 
than in any other form of recreation. 


But still more important than the matter of 
fishing for recreation is the matter of learn- 
ing to make use of the earthworm as a land 
builder. And the farmer who begins to sell 
earthworms for fishing will see to it that his 
surplus worms are put to work on the land, 
if nowhere else. 


Furthermore, he will practice to some degree 
~ at any rate the methods ‘he follows in producing 


and encouraging a large earthworm population 
for sales purposes. 

I can’t see any way for harm to come out of 
the practice and it seems to me much good should 
come from it. One thing is sure, a soil filled with 
earthworms is a rich soil, and we need as much 
rich soil in Georgia as any place we could men- 
tion. Rich soil makes for richer lives. We 
could use those, too.

Dave Sarnoff 


Was Not Alone 


ae NEW YORK—In introducing Gen. David Sar- 

“} ~~ noff, national chairman of the American Red 

Cross drive, had time permitted, this reporter 

would have preferred to tell of the dramatic job he performed 

in April, 1912, the tragic month and year of the Titanic disaster. 

As the Carpathia and. other rescue ships turned toward New 

York, with those saved from the Titanic, and started wirelessing 

to New York the names of survivors, young Dave Sarnoff was on 
duty alone, in the radio shack atop Wanamaker’s. 

But Sarnoff was not alone. Crowded into his radio shack were 

the relatives of the Guggenheims, the Wideners, the Vanderbilts, 

the Roeblings and the Astors who had been on the maiden trip 


of the Titanic, starting fearfully each time Sarnoff started typing 


the names that were coming from the North Atlantic. 


IN FITS AND STARTS, young Dave Sarnoff was transcribing 
the stories of magnificent heroism and sacrifice which marked 
the last hours of the great ship. The story was that great men 
had died like gentlemen, yielding positions in lifeboats to others 
who lacked their multimillions; that before the Titanic plunged 
from sight, as the iceberg lifted it and overturned it, men stood 
on the main deck singing “Nearer My God to Thee”; that the two 
wireless men.on the stricken ship stayed at their keys until the 
power died; that the ship’s band, under MacFarlane, played until 
the ship started sliding under the waves; that Capt. Smith, com- 
mander of the ship, lived up to the legend of the sea that was 
about to destroy him. ...

On Being Arrested in East Germany 


LEIPZIG—Being arrested tends to be a memorable experience under any circumstances. Being 
arrested (or at least “detained for inquiry”) by the Russian-managed political police in a satellite 


state, is 


also an experience that instructs and enlightens. Such was the culminating episode of this 


eorrespondent’s second annual visit to the Leipzig fair, where rough notes for this report were 


somewhat nervously made. 


In crude outline, what happened was simple enough. 


In one of the 


black Leipzig squares, another newspaperman in the party took a snapshot of a Free German 
Youth militaty band—pinched, cold-encircled young faces, cheeks air-swollen, and many battered 


trumpets elevated at the old Nazi angle. 


A political police plainclothes group then picked up our 


party, shadowed us for four hours, and pounced at the instant when the car was being started 


for the return to Berlin. 


If the tough, intelligent German political po- 
liceman had had his way, all might have ended 
there, after proof was given that our party was 
not a batch of British agents. But the German 
veteran of the Spanish Civil War and the anti- 
Nazi underground had to yield, as a matter 
of course, to his pimply, excited, very youthful 
Russian “colleague.” 


And so we were taken to the huge head- 
quarters of the People’s Police. We were inter- 
rogated for a while. We were even vouchsafed 
a majestic glimpse of the People’s Police Presi- 
dent of Leipzig (a military-style figure, strik- 
ingly reminiscent of the all-too-well-remembered 
pictures of leading Nazis 10 years before). 


And we were finally released, with many 
a handshake, after the offending roll of films 
had been developed, and all its blurry family 
pictures had been sternly studied. 


There is no space here for the sensations 
experienced while you mount five flights of dark, 
echoing stairs in a Russian-managed police head- 
quarters with the thought inevitably in mind 
that you have been denounced by Andrei Vishin- 
sky in person as a leading warmonger. In the 
end, it must be said, the little visit became posi- 
tively cozy. 


For all their servitude to an iron system, the 
policemen, and especially the German Commu- 
nist veteran, were not bad fellows. Two friendly 
rounds of vodka (the local “victory gin’) in a 
rather nice little black-market restaurant pa- 
tronized by the police were the unexpected finale 
of our experience. 


But even if we acquired no interesting cam- 
paign stars, it was deeply interesting, none the 
less, to observe the system at first-hand. Espe- 
cially it was interesting to find a Russian, Ger- 
man-speaking, plainly trained for the position, at 
work in the Volkspolezei at the low level of a 
plainclothesman. 


It meant that the reputation of the People’s 
Police in East Germany had now been carried 
through to the end. It revealed, as a keyhole 
reveals a room, the completeness and directness 
of Russian contro] of the satellite government. 
There was no question about the domination of 
the young Russian over the much older, much 
more intelligent, much more experienced Ger- 
man. 


It was deeply interesting, also, after the young 
Russian had decided he 
stopped covering us with his pistol, to talk to 


was mistaken and = 


these men who should, by all the rules of po- 
litical drama, have been such instinctively hos- 
tile groups. 


Brutal, ruthlessly, cruelly brutal, no doubt 
they sometimes were, when the rules of their 
work demanded it. Yet their conversation was 
like an endless gramaphone record of complex 
self-justification—all the slogans of Soviet propa- 
ganda repeated over and over again, in a tone 
that pleaded for assent. 


And behind the gramaphone record one 
sensed the human beings themselves—indoc- 
trinated yet puzzled, cast in inhuman roles 
but not themselves inhuman, longing so to 
speak to assert their humanity. In these 
times, indeed, indictments must be broad, 
not against individuals or nations, but against 
the clanking systems which have humanity in 
their grip. 


Finally this odd police experience drama- 
tized the development of the Soviet system in 
East Germany in the last year. Material condi- 
tions have improved. A sort of gray, semi- 
starvation is no longer the general look. 


But the police have become omnipresent. 
Russian control has been made infinitely more 
acute. The indoctrination of the servants of the 
system has been proved and intensified, until 
even a shrewd experienced man, like the Spanish 
Civil War veteran, has no room in his mind ex- 
cept for tinny slogans. The system works, quite 
smoothly, quite well, and entirely for the benefit 
of the masters of the Soviet Union: This is the 
prime East German legend.

Frantisek Onderek, apostolic ad- 
minstratorsof Tesin, on the Sile- 
sian-Polish border; Father Steh- 
lik, until Saturday was a suburban 
parish priest. 


LAW ON LOYALTY 

Czech Bishops have been hold- 
ing out since Nov. 1, 1949, against 
a law requiring loyalty oaths of 
all churchmen as a condition to 
collecting their salaries from the 
state. 

The six took the oath before 
Communist Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter Zdenek Fierlinger, head of the 
State Office for Church Affairs, 
who acted for Prime Minister An- 
tonin Zapotocky. 

(A source in Vatican City said 
the circumstances under which the 
oath was taken and its form would 
be the determining factor as to 
whether the six have incurred au- 
tomatic excommunication. They 
would not be excommunicated, he 
explained, if the oaths were ex- 
torted by violence or similar ex- 
traordinary pressure).

Tongue of calf, beef, lamb and 
pork come fresh, smoked, corned 
or pickled. Calf and beef 
tongue are the most popular 
because of fine flavor and size. 
They usually weigh 2 to 5 
pounds. A 3 to 4-pound tongue 
makes about four servings for 
one meal, with leftovers for one 
or two more meals.

WASHINGTON, March 12—The Federal Reserve Board 
called on the financial community of the nation Monday to 
help fight inflation by refusing to make loans not required 
for financing the defense program or the legitimate needs of

The Board acted under the De- 
fense Mobilization Act and after 
conferences with representatives 
‘ of insurance companies, banks and 
investment bankers in promulgat- 
ing an industry-wide voluntary 
code requiring careful scrutiny of 
individua] loan applications to see 
that they conform with prescribed 
standards of propriety. 3 

As part of the voluntary pro- 
gram, the Reserve Board said it 
would soon name a 12-member 
voluntary credit restraint commit- 
tee to direct and implement the 
plan. This group would be expect- 
ed to appoint regional subcommit- 
tees to consult with financing in- 
stitutions and assist in determining 
the propriety of specific loans. 

Pending the appointment of the 
national committee, the Reserve 
Board proposed as a criterion for 
sound lending whether the loan 
would “commensurately increase 
or maintain production, processing 
and distribution of essential goods 
and services.” It listed as “proper,” 
the following types of loans: 

“1. Loans for defense produc- 
tion, direct or indirect, including 
fuel, power and transportation. 

“2. Loans for the production, 
processing and orderly distribu- 
tion of agricultural and other sta- 
ple products, including export and 
import as well as domestic, and 
of goods and services supplying 
the essential day-to-day needs of 
the country. 

"3. Loans to augment working 
capital where higher wages and 
rices of materials make such 
oans necessary to sustain essen- 
tial production, processing or dis- 
tribution services. 


“4. Loans to securities dealers 
in the normal conduct of their 
business or to them or- others in- 
cidental to the flotation and dis- 
tribution of securities where the 
money is being raised for any 
of the foregoing purposes.” 


The Reserve Board explained 
this program would not seek to 
restrict loans “guaranteed or in- 
sured, or authorized as to purpose). 
by a Government agency on the 
theory that they would be re- 
stricted, in accordance with na- 
tional policy, at the source of 
guarantee or authorization.” 
Neither would financing institu- 
tions be restricted in honoring 
previous commitments. 

The following- were listed by 
the agency as types of loans that 
should not be made under pres- 
ént conditions, “unless modified 
by the circumstances of the par- 
ticular loan so.as not to be in- 
consistent with’ the principles of 
this program:” 


“1. Loans to retire or acquire); C
